Filibuster Likely. 

If the amendment is beaten, 
a Southern filibuster seems as- 
sured, and all bets as to the 
final adjournment date are off.

Refreshing Chilled Soup

HE following menu has 
been prepared based upon 
foods which are plentiful in 
St. Louis markets at the pres- 
ent time.

ALWAYS. GRILL 
THE SAME MEATS? 
TRY A CHANGE 


HIGH percentage of sum- 

mer entertaining is planned 

around a barbecue, and 
when the hostess works out a 
menu for an out-of-door party, 
her first concern is the best 
meat to select for grilling. The 
easy rule to follow is that any 
meat which is broiled in the 
kitchen range can be grilled 
out-of-doors.

Any 
favorite dish is quite at home, 
In many cases the glass con- 
tainers in which food comes 
packaged can be set right on 
the table, thus cutting pre- 
paration time to a minimum.

less burdensome.” 


Burgess took the offensive

Burgess told the committee 
the national debt now is $251 
less per capita than it was 
10 years ago. 

Further, he said that in 1946 
the debt was one-third larger 
than national income, but that 
now it is only three-fourths of 
national income. 

“In this way we are gradual- 
ly growing up to the debt, so 
that even though the dollar 
amount of debt is not declin- 
ing as much as we might wish, 
the debt still becomes somewhat 
less burdensome,” he said. 

He termed the Government’s 
recent refinancing of 24 billion 
dollars of the debt “successful.”

NEW YORK, July 29 (AP). 


HE steel industry thinks it has hit bottom in a fall that left 
few bruises. The production slump ‘has been relatively slight 


with high hopes held for a sub- 


stantial increase in demand from that important customer, the 


auto industry.

Viewing the Charter 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Thursday’s daily press quoted John 
F. X. Callanan, (a member of the 
Board of Freeholders), as saying that 
the proposed new City Charter 
would increase the efficiency of mu- 
nicipal government and at the same 
time improve working conditions of 
city employes. ‘ 

Mr. Callanan goes on to say that 
the new Charter would require that 
city employes be compensated with- 
in 90 days for overtime work; that 
employes and employe representa- 
tives would be consulted before a 
new or revised city pay plan is pre- 
pared; that benefits would be paid 
city employes injured in line of 
duty. 

In each case the comment is ap- 
pended that the present charter does 
not provide such benefits. (At pres- 
ent overtime pay, compensatory time, 
and sick and injury benefits are 
provided by ordinance.) 

Mr. Callanan left out one very 
important fact in referring to the 
above provisions, namely that none 
of them can take effect under the 
new proposed Charter except upon 
recommendation by the Mayor. I 
refer you to Section 8.303 covering 
compensation plan coverage and pro- 
cedure; and Section 8.305, hours of 
duty-holidays-attendance and work- 
men’s compensation benefits. 

Under these sections the Mayor 
has double veto power on the va- 
rious details of employe benefits 
and compensation, one because an 
ordinance can only be introduced 
upon his recommendation, and an- 
other because he must approve plans 
submitted by the Civil Service Com- 
mission. There is no maximum 
hours provision, therefore, how 
would overtime be determined? 


I also note with grave concern 
that members of the Board of Free- 
- holders who are supporting the new 
proposed Charter are now saying 
they are not completely satisfied 
with its provisions but they will sup- 
port it. What are those parts which 
they are dissatisfied with? Are they 
a deep dark secret?

Section 7.107 “ . . the Board 
of Aldermen may reduce any item

penditures which, of course, will re- 
duce taxes. 


The duties of the Aldermen will 
be the same under the new Charter 
as they are under the old.

Campaign of Confusion 
The ward politicians and the union business 

agents who form the backbene-of the anti- 
Charter forces have pitched their campaign of 
calculated confusion on three principal themes. 

They are out to convince St. Louisans that 
somehow the new Charter would give “down- 
town interests” control of the at-large alder- 
men; that it would raise the cost of municipal 
government, and that many of those who sup- 
port the Charter, including the Post-Dispatch, 
have executed an about-face on the issue of 
at-large alderrnen. 

The “downtown interests” 2>gument kas been 
peddied most energetically by an employe of 
the Teamsters union, The argument is non- 
sense. At-large aldermen, like all other elected 
city officials, would seek office under party la- 
bels after having won nomination in a party 
primary. Primaries are dominated by party 
professionals itteemen and precinct cap 
tains, and the so-called “interests” will have no 
more ithfluence under the new Charter than 
they have under the present one. 

Indeed the principal problem in securing first- 
rate elected officials under the new Charter, as 
under the old, will be to persuade first-rate 
candidates to buck the professionals in the party 
primaries. :

It also is nonsense to argue that the cost of 
running for city-wide office would be so high 
that only those backed by the self-same “inter- 
ests” could afford it. Candidates for such city- 
wide offices as the School Board and the city’s 
so-called “county” offices have never complained 
of the cost of getting elected. And by no stretch 
of the imagination could it be said that those 
presently holding those offices are puppets of 
the “interests,” unless that term means profes- 
sional politicians. For the professionals hold 
almost all those jobs. 

The unsupported charge that the new Charter 
would raise the cost of municipal government 
comes from Magistrate Anton Sestric, Demo- 
cratic boss of the Eighth Ward. This is just 
not so. It would be more reasonable to assume 
exactly the opposite—that the cost of govern- 
ment would be somewhat less under the new 
Charter because of the opportunities for greater 
administrative efficiency. 

Costs are tied directly to the extent and va- 
riety of municipal services. The Charter merely 
provides a frame within which present services 
can be made to function more efficiently. It 
does not provide any new services so there 
would be no justification for costs to rise. True, 
the salary level of the city’s top administrators 
is likely to rise. Apart from the fact they are 
badly underpaid now in comparison with those 
who hold political jobs like Mr. Sestric’s, the 
fact is that this would be only a drop in the 
bucket and it would be easily absorbed by in- 
creased efficiency attributable to the Charter. 

Moreover, as Mayor Tucker has pointed out, 
the new Charter clearly states that taxes cannot 
be imposed, money cannot be appropriated and 
salaries of city employes cannot be set except 
by action of the Board of Aldermen. 

; . - * 

The “about-face” argument grows out of the 
fact that the Post-Dispatch in 1941, for good 
and sufficient reasons, advocated an end to the 
system of electing all 29 aldermen from the 
city at large. The system tended to kill off 
minority-party representation in the Board of 
Aldermen, and that was clearly not in the pub 
lic interest. The system of electing 28 alder- 
men by wards has given the minority party a 
voice in the Board, but unfortunately it also 
has produced a legislative body in which the 
good of the whole city has been subordinated 
to that of the neighborhood. 

The 7-7-1 plan provided in the new Charter 
would put the city-wide view on equal terms 
with that of the neighborhood and would pro 
vide plenty of room for minority representa- 
tion. It promises to be a substantial improve- 
ment over either the old system of electing all 
the aldermen from the city at large or the 
present plan. It would provide the balance 
which neither of those systems offered. 

St. Louisans who want to improve their mu- 
nicipal government and give the community 
another big push forward will ignore the cant 
produced by those with a vested interest in 
horse-and-buggy government and vote for the 
new Charter Aug. 6. 
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The Earth Recalls the Past 


It was as if the ancient lands of Anahuac had 
themselves returned to a primitive state. For 
the earthquakes that struck central and southern 
Mexico, causing scores of deaths and toppling 
modern buildings, are a part of a geological 
stream of history. In the days of the Mayas 
and the Toltecs, and the later Aztecs, smoke 
poured into the sky from volcanoes and lava 
sometimes smothered the earth. And now it 
seems that the underground shifts and the fault 
lines are a part of the past which all the swift 
progress of the modern Mexicans cannot leavé 
behind. The people of the United States can 
do more than express sympathy for their south- 
ern good neighbors; they can, with Washing- 
ton’s leadership, give at least some help toward 
reconstruction of a land whose history has been 
one of perpetual reconstruction. 
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Support for Juvenile Reform 

A vigorous and hopeful leadership in juve- 
nile-court reform is being displayed by the 
Citizens Committee on Juvenile Court Study. 
The committee proposes to adopt at once all the 
recommendations of the National Probation 
and Parole Association that can be put into 
effect at once. It proposes to effectuate the 
rest as rapidly as they can be reached in a two- 
year program. 

A continuous juvenile-court judge, better- 
qualified and better-paid parole officers, and a 
more efficiently organized probation and parole 
department are measures which the citizens’ 
committee would implement right away, This 
is a program that challenges the 18 Circuit 
Court Judges to adopt it and the City Adminis- 
tration to finance it. 

Juvenile delinquency is frequently and earn- 
estly deplored. But deploring comes cheap, 
whereas doing something about it costs money 
and determination, 

The agencies dealing with juvenile offenders 
in St. Louis fall short of being what they 
should be. Their deficiencies have been pointed 
out in every study made for the last decade— 
by the Senate Juvenile Delinquency Subcommit- 


“tee and the Child Welfare League of America 


before the National Probation and Parole Asso- 
ciation. 

Shocking as these criticisms have been, some 
of the Circuit Judges are still inclined to be 
complacent about them, to resent the criticism, 
to look for obstacles to improvement rather 
than to ways around obstacles, 

At City Hall, the money is unlikely to be 
easy to get; the Tucker Administration has had 
to deal with a constant series of long-accumu- 
lating financial crises and the end is not yet. 
So even with all shoulders to the wheel it will 


not be easy to bring St. Louis’s work with 
erring juveniles up to standard. With foot- 
dragging it may easily become impossible. 

But the nature of the problem has now be- 
come so widely known to people who have the 
warmest kind of interest in improvement that 
we suspect he who drags a foot must. be pre- 
pared to do so at his own peril. 
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Russell’s Obliging Dupes 
So long as he can find bemused or befogged 
Northern Senators to offer weakening amend- 
ments to the civil rights bill, Senator Russell of 
Georgia has every reason to be satisfied. He 
and his Southern colleagues can co-operate en- 
thusiastically in the tooth-drawing efforts of 
others; and then, at the proper moment, move 
in themselves to extract the last remnants of 
effectiveness from the bill—or, failing that, fili- 
buster it to death. 
It is as pretty a piece of parliamentary ob- 
struction as has been seen in many a day. 
Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming makes a per- 
fect dupe for the Southern strategists, and so 
he now bumbles forward with a new version of 
his jury-trial amendment which is supposed to 


appease the Southerners into accepting a civil 


rights bill. They are most unlikely to be ap- 
peased, as anybody knows. But meanwhile 
they are delighted to have Senator O’Mahoney, 
Senator Jackson of Washington and others do- 
ing their work for them. 

One big hole in the argument for a jury-trial 
amendment has been the fact that there are 
some 28 statutes which authorize the use of the 
same civil-injunction procedure for enforcing 
laws as would be authorized by the civil rights 
bill. Until now, the Southerners have been ar- 
guing that the injunction-and-contempt method 
should be barred in civil rights cases, but they 
could never explain very well why it was ac- 
ceptable in anti-trust, wage-and-hour, Securities 
Exchange Act, and many other kinds of cases. 

Senator O’Mahoney is going to fix that up. 
His amendment would provide for jury trial in 
criminal contempt cases arising under all stat- 
utes alike, but would permit civil contempt 
cases to be tried without a jury. This is calcu- 
lated to create the illusion of fair compromise, 
and to beguile labor unions into supporting the 
spurious jury-trial crusade. 

-But precisely the same reasons which argue 
against jury trial in civil contempt cases argue 
against it in criminal contempt cases arising 
from a violation of court orders designed to en- 
force the laws and Constitution. In such cases, 
whether they be criminal or civil, the offense is 
not a crime properly calling for jury trial, but 
a defiance of a court order. 

The issue is not civil rights, but the authority 
of a court to require that its injunctions be 
obeyed. If law and our judicial system are to 
mean anything, the authority of federal courts 
cannot be permitted to be nullified by local 
opinion expressing itself through juries. 

We hope the Senate will reject any jury-trial 
amendment, and that Northern and Western Sen- 
ators will quit carrying water for the Southern- 
ers, lest they drown in it. 
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Always Contending 

Here it is almost the first of August and our 
Cardinals still are strong contenders.

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Guatemala’s Tragedy 

The tragic assassination of President Carlos 
Castillo Armas confronts Guatemala with a 
problem of presidential succession which is at 
least equally as serious as the internal threat 
of Communism. 

Guatemalan authorities say that the new 
palace guard who shot the President and then 
killed himself was a militant Communist. But 
they diso indicate that the assassination may 

ave been a personal crime rather than the 
result of a conspiracy. The nation is under a 
30-day state of siege, with the Army in control. 
There is no indication of open subversive ac- 
tivity. 

Nevertheless, any lengthy internal struggle in- 
volving the succession would naturally give 
Communists an opportunity for a concerted 
effort to return to power. Vice President Luis 
Arturo Gonzales Lopez, the new President, rec- 
ognizes that. Elections scheduled in four 
months may have to be postponed in the inter- 
est of an orderly return to democratic processes. 

North Americans may find it difficult to ap- 
preciate the symbol of anti-Communism which 
the late President represented. But Castillo 
Armas led the rag-tag army which ousted the 
former pro-Communist regime. He directed the 
incomplete reforms which followed, with the 
aid of 71,000,000 American dollars. And in an 
area where personalismo is the first order of 
politics, the death of a leader may also threaten 
his program. 

Undoubtedly Washington will use all its in- 
fluence to bolster the present Guatemalan Gov- 
ernment and to assure the continuance of its 
policies. Meanwhile the plight of Guatemala, 
and United States involvement in it, ought to 
make Americans cautious about judging our 
allies’ exploits in underdeveloped lands. A na- 
tion follows its national interest; the question 
of judgment involves both the methods used 
and the goals to be obtained. In Guatemala the 
goal is peace and political and economic progress. 
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Radio Redivivus 

Just as phonographs and records were be- 
lieved to have gone the way of the horse and 
buggy twenty-five years ago, so radio was wide- 
ly regarded as on the way out in 1950. Sales of 
radios had dropped from a peak of 16,000,000 in 
1945 to a trickly 5,000,000. By Christmas of 1950 
some set manufacturers and most men on the 
street considered radio as dead as Marley's 
ghost. 

Like the phonograph, radio gave the calamity- 
howlers a great big surprise. In 1954 sales rose 
to 6,000,000. Last year they touched 8,900,000. 
This year they are expected to reach between 
9,500,000 and 10,000,00. Concentration on clock 
radios, portables powered: by battery or home 
current, and small models had turned the trick. 
One third of all the sales last year were 
clock radios, one fifth of all sales were small 
transistors. 

Now the human ear and the radio loudspeak- 
er, AM and FM, are joined together as firmly 
as if nothing had ever come between them, At 
the end of last year there were 104,000,000 radios 
in homes, 10,000,000 in hotels and other public 
places, 37,500,000 in automobiles, It’s a remark- 
able demonstration of the same kind of sturdi- 
ness the record player displayed a quarter cen- 
tury ago. And anyone who wants to carry the 
possible parallel a trifle further might recall it 
has only been since then that the phonograph 
industry has struck that gay, mad bonanza, hi-fi!

2 Generals on Political Philosophy Between Book Ends

President Eisenhower was refresh- 
ingly candid the other day in acknowl- 
edging some of the difficulties he had 
experienced in arguing political theory 
with Marshal Zhukov at the close of 
World War II. 

But Gen. Eisenhower did recognize 
one important fact in the competition 
of systems: However obvious to Amer- 
icans is the bloodthirsty and conspir- 
atorial nature of Communism in prac- 
tice, ane of its deceptive appeals is to a 
sense of idealism and egalitarianism. 
To underrate the sincerity of persons 
who believe in Communism as a relig- 
ion is to do the cause of freedom a 
disservice. 

If it happens that Mr. Eisenhower 
and Marshal Zhukov meet again one of 
these days, perhaps the President will 
want to return to the theme. He may 
want to note, among other things, that 
the Marxist view of capitalism is based 
upon sweatshop conditions as they may 
have existed in the mid-nineteenth cen- 
tury in Europe, but that the view is as 
unrealistic and inapplicable today as 
the notion that the earth is flat. 


The American owes his allegiance, 
not to the state except in a political 
sense, but to his fellow men and his 
God. The center of his life is the com- 
munity, exemplified in the New Eng- 
land town meeting but extended into 
all aspects of existence. 

It reflects, perhaps, the co-operative 
self-reliance of the frontier. By band- 
ing together with his fellows in 
churches and clubs and associations, 
the citizen accomplishes objectives for 
the common good that he could not ac- 
complish individually. 


Economically and politically the cit- 
izen is free to progress as far as his 
talents will take him, But he accepts 
restraints in the interest of the group. 


Anti-trust laws pone him against 
the evil effects of monopoly and at- 
tempt to Insure for him the economic 
benefits of competition. His utilities 
are accountable to the public interest. 


Other laws guarantee him the right 
of collective bargaining over wages and 
working conditions, provide him a 40- 
hour week and protect his family 
against sweatshops and child labor. So- 
cial security, supplemented by private 
pension plans, aids him in old age. 

His activities are determined in con- 
siderable degree by economic planning, 
either at the community or the private 
business level. It is the planning, how- 
ever, of individual groups rather than 
of an all-wise centralized state. Some 
of the best examples of planning for 
social p are found in urban re- 
development projects. 

J. A. Livingston has described the 
American phenomenon as “consumer- 
ism,” in which the consumer, through 
liberal credit, sets the pace for indus- 
trial development and in which mil- 
lions of persons icipate in earnings 
through stock and insurance ownership. 

A high standard of living alone does 
not, of course, necessarily connote spir- 
itual values. Plenty of shortcomings 
and discriminations and unequal oppor- 
tunities, plenty of fragmenting influ- 
ences, remain in the United States, and 
no one can be smug about them. 

But the co-operative society, based 
upon individual initiative, has proved 
itself capable of sublimating self-inter- 
est to the welfare of the group, and 
this is America’s strength.

When a President of the United 
States confesses that, in a debate with 
a confirmed Communist over the mer- 
its of a free republic as against Com- 
munism, he found himself ‘hard put to 
defend his own country, what is one 
to think or say? 


The reaction of most Americans to 
such an admission would, we think, lie 
somewhere between laughter and tears. 


Mr. Eisenhower was asked whether 
Marshal Zhukov’s new eminence might 
be turned to account in improving rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union. 

The President, in his reply, said that 
they had had “a most satisfactory ac- 
quaintanceship” but that Zhukoy was 
a confirmed Communist. 


“We tried each to explain to the

There can be no more idealistic aim 
of government than that of insuring 
the liberty of the individual—in speech 
and expression, in right of association 
and right of dissent, in religious devo- 
tion, in security of his home and prop- 
erty, in his rights to life and liberty 
under due process of law—against the 
encroachments of arbitrary state power. 


None of these rights is existent in 
Communist Russia. No man has a frag- 
ment of political liberty. He cannot 
exercise a choice in saying who shall 
govern him, or under what system he 
shall be governed. 

What little property he may possess 
is held on sufferancé of the state. 

The Russian has no freedom of 
speech or of the press. He cannot dis- 
sent. The courts, if access can even 
be had to them, are agencies of state 
authority. If policy decrees death or 
am. innocence is no sufficient 
plea. 

Mr. Eisenhower did not think to say 
that man does not exist for the state, as 
Zhukov and all other Communists 
would have it, but that governments are 
instituted among men to séectire the 
“unalienable rights” of life, liberty, and 
the pursuit of happiness, which flow 


from a God not recognized by the So- 
viet Union. 


He did not think to say that a sys- . 


tem that. rests upon terror, wholesale 
murder, and universal repression, with 
even the ruling hierarchy always in 
jeopardy at the hands of their “com- 
rades,” is an affront to the human 
spirit 


Let us hope, at least, that he was not 
driven to apologies.

LONDON, July 29 (UP) — 
United States Attorney General 


“| Herbert Brownell, in a tribute 


to British-American friendship, 
proposed last night that the 
United States and Britain estab- 
lish an “international tribunal” 
with compulsory power to settle 
disputes between the two Nna- 
tions. 

The Attorney General, attend- 
ing the American Bar Associa- 
tion convention here, offered 
the plan as the first step toward 
a new world-wide system of 
courts empowered to decide all 
arguments between nations. The 
alternative, he said, was “hor- 
rible ... terrible’’ atomic war. 

In his statement, Brownell 
‘called for expanding to the field 
of international relations the 
systems of court justice now ex- 
isting in the free nations. 

“If we don’t settle disputes 
by peaceful methods in this 
era,” he said, “then we could 
have a really terrible alterna- 
tive of atomic war, so there is 
a matter of urgency about the 
matter.”

INQUIRY OVER REPORT 


DES MOINES, Ia., July 29 
(UP) — The Senate Finance 
Committee has learned that a 
New Jersey firm wrote off a 
$1,800,000 “kickback” to a for- 
eign representative as a non- 
taxable business expense, the 
Des Moines Register said yes- 
terday in a copyrighted story. 

Part of the kickback report- 
edly went to dictator Rafael 
Trujillo of the Dominican Re- 
public, the story said. 

In a dispatch written. by 
Fletcher Knebel of the news- 
paper’s Washington staff, the 
newspaper said Internal Rev- 
enue Commissioner Russell C. 
Harrington testified secretly 
Friday that the State Depart- 
ment applied pressure on his 
department to approve the tax 
deduction. 

“Angry committee members 
demanded that Harrington re- 
turn this week with full details 
of this and other cases in which 
American corporations have 
been able to deduct foreign 
bribes from taxes,” the dis- 
patch said. 

The dispatch said the deduc- 
tion was made by a New Jer- 
sey construction firm which 
won a Dominican Republic 
building contract with a British 
subject acting as an interme- 
diary in return for payment of 
the $1,800,000 fee. 

The Register said it learned 
that Internal Revenue Service 
approved the deduction of the 
money paid to the British sub- 
ject on “his representation that 
more than half of it was turned 
over to Trujillo.”

MISSING IN KYUSHU FLOODS 


TOKYO, July 29 (AP) — 
Some 40,000 rescue workers to- 
day sought 405 persons still 
missing four days after heavy 
rains flooded wide areas of 
western Kyushu. National po- 
lice reported 591 bodies have 
been recovered so far.

HEIDELBERG, Germany, July 
29 (UP)—The United States 
Army revealed today that a 
Soviet agent tried to recruit an 
American intelliegnce official to 
spy for the Communists. 

The Army said Miss Irene 
Asch, an East German now 
under arrest by German author- 
ities, was sent to West Germany 
by the Soviets to recruit the 
American because of her child- 
hood friendship with his wife. 


“Name of the official could 
not be disclosed because his 
position in American intelli- 
gence would not permit his 
identity to be compromised,” 
an Army spokesman said. “He 
is fully trustworthy and loyal 
and recently has been reas- 
signed to another position in 
the United States.” 

The Army said Miss Asch 
made her first visit to the Unit- 
ed States official's home in 
April 1956 

“At that time, she asked the 
American whether he would 
meet with Soviet intelligence 
| operatives in Switzerland or 
Paris,” the spokesman said. 
“She indicated that the Soviets 
wished to enroll him as an es- 
plonage agent and that he 
would be e paid well. well.”

Lonely Washington Hides Behind Facade of Glamour 


WASHINGTON, July 29. 
APITAL of the world. City of glitter, partiés, ana 

(7 pretocet Home of some of the wealthiest women in 
the world. That's Washington. 

‘It’s the mecca for party givers and partygoers, where 
champagne and caviar are routine fare and society queens 
hold court. It’s a city where beautiful women are whisked 
from one social event to another by gallant swains, where 
conversation sparkles as brightly as the wine or the dia- 
monds worn by the glamorous guests, where important 
decisions may be made over a martini or a manhattan. 

But there is a grimmer Washington behind this facade 
of glamour. It’s also a city of loneliness and heartbreak 
for girls and women working far away from their homes. 


' Jt'’s a city overburdened with women, who outnumber the 


men, a city where girls walk home after office hours just 
to put off by a few minutes the return to a dreary room 
or apartment. For every society belle being wined and 
dined in the nation’s capital there are a dozen’ wholesome 
and attractive girls eating alone or sobbing loneliness 
in a boarding-house room, They are the girls attracted by 
a beautiful city and what they consider a challenging job, 
only to find this same city as unfeeling as the marble 
buildings they work in, and as routine and uneventful as 
the “challenging” jobs. 

What does the lonely girl do in Washington? 

There is one agency that guarantees “new and inter- 
esting contacts,” for applicants who can qualify as “an 
outstanding lady or gentleman,” single and over 21. 

But this agency has its complications, as one staff 
member relates. “The applicants are mostly young men 
and older women,” this staff member says. “The younger 
girls refused to join a club like ours because she feels a 
stigma may attach to her if she can't find her own friends.” 

Apart from the boarding houses there are a few hotels

here that cater solely to women. One of these—the Meridian 
Hill Hotel—has a tenancy that consists mostly of the “over 
30” group. These more mature and economically secure 
hotel-dwelling girls seek companionship among themselves 
and work hard to fill their leisure hours. They fill the void 
of the evenings and weekends with bridge lessons, art 
lessons, dancing classes, or some other form of instruction. 
Many of them turn to the social services, vicariously feeding 
their demand to be “needed” through helping others. 

One of these “over 30” girls was a little cynical about 
the “problem” of living in Washington with its shortage 
of men. “The only problem in Washington is the men them- 
selves,” this girl said. “They become egotistical in a very 
short time. Whatever their age they're not here long before 
they start strutting like a rooster in a barnyard. They end 
by treating women as a surplus commodity.” 

x * ® 

CHURCHMEN have become worried about the situation 
here. “Desperately lonely young people are creating a 
problem that churches and agencies should set about cor- 
recting,” said the Right Rev, Maurice S. Sheehy, head of 
the department of religious education at the Catholic Uni- 
versity of Washington. “Something should be done socially 
for the thousands of young people cut off from the normal 
social relationships at home.” 

Miss Gretchen Feiker, an official of the Y.W.C.A. 
says that her agency already has a group program for girls 
between 17 and 30, and that an “over 30” group is planned 
for this fall. “There are many things in Washington for 
the lonely woman to do,” says Miss Feiker, “but we can 
only go half way. We can't do anything for the woman 
who insists on going home to her room and wallowing in 


self-pity. She must come half way to meet us and her 
life will soon become full and useful.” 


One Government girl who hasn't met the Y.W.C.A, 
“half way” had this to say: “I know it’s lonely when I go 
home to my apartment. But I work all day in an office: 
that is made up almost exclusively of women. Why should 
I surround myself at night with more women? I sometinngs 
feel that if I meet one more woman I'll scream.” 

kt *& * - 

ONE businessman in this man’s world took a dim 
view of the so-called problem of women in Washington. 
“There is a dearth here of able women,” he said. “Wash- 
ington is wide open for the attractive, intelligent girl. She 
can have Washington eating from the palm of her hand. 
But most men will shy away from her if she has a ‘mar. 
riage gleam’ in her eye.” 

A secretary in the Department of Agriculture said she 
didn’t think it was that easy. “My experience has been 
that there are a lot of people I would like to meet and 
don't. The type I mean you don't meet through your job, 
Washington doesn’t have the kind of night life that prompts 
men jo ask you out.” 

But when all the discussion is over, and all the plans 
perfected for filling the lives of unattached women -in 
Washington, the loneliness still goes on. The majority of 
Washington girls are surrounded by people, but they walk 
alone. Alone they sit at night, dressed up with mo place 
to go. They eat solitary meals and they write home saying 
how great it is to be in Washington. They write it, but 
they don’t believe it, and they’re too proud to admit it. 

So, if a girl wants to come to Washington with only 
a career in mind, come ahead. But if you come for any 
other reason, expecting a life of glamour and excitement, 
you are in for disappointment and heartache.

HAT is work? I know. Work is the execution of a 
task one dreads, All the rest is achievement. A few 
days ago, the editor of a midwestern newspaper was 
looking through his pages and he said to a subordinate: 
“On page one we have 
.an article by Jim Bishop. 
On page 21, we have a 
column by Jim Bishop. 
There are a series of mag- 
azine articles about Kim 
Novak by Jim _ Bishop. 
There is a book in the 
stores by Bishop. Soon we 
will all be reading an 
article titled “The Day Jim 
Bishop Died.” Maybe. His 
fear and mine are differ- 
ent. He worries about my 
death. I worry about the 
quality of my stuff. Ona 
radio show, Tex McCrary 
said that he was afraid 
that I might burn myself 
out.

It will be called “The Time of the Traitors” and 
it will be a re-creation of what the Rosenbergs did, what 
Allan Nunn May did in Canada, and what Dr. Klaus Fuchs 
did in England and America. I will read and mark mar- 
ginal notes until 2 a.m. At that time, the little spotlight 
on the head of the bed {is flicked off.

Difficult Chore

EAR Dr. Steincrohn: Three years ago I was stricken 

with chest pains and pains running down my arm. My 

wife summoned an ambulance and I was taken to the 
hospital, where my family doctor had me confined for al- 
most five weeks. Repeated electrocardiograms continually 
showed some changes. 

Recently, I was stricken with similar pains, and again 
was confined to the hospital. My doctor again had me take 
a few electrocardiograms but these proved negative. He 
also ordered these tests: gall-bladder X-rays, GI series, 
chest X-rays, blood counts and cystoscopic examinations. 
All were negative except that they found evidence of an 
old duodenal ulcer which was now healed. 

I have been released from the hospital but still ex- 
perience some pain from time to time which is relieved 
by nitroglycerine tablets. My doctor admits not knowing 
what to do next, so I would appreciate any help you can 
give me. I am 27 years old and have two children. Sin- 
cerely, Mr. P.M. 


ANSWER: The differential diagnosis of exactly what is 
the cause of chest pains is often one of the most difficult 
chores the doctor has. Sometimes, after exhaustive tests, 
we are right where we started: we don’t know. But those 
are the exceptional cases. Usually we are able to track 
down the offender. 

In your case, however, the diagnosis may be a tricky 
one. I say that because I have never seen (in my practice) 
a man with true angina pectoris at the young age of 27. 
Not that it isn’t possible, mind you. But the burden of 
proof is on the doctor. For example, coronary thrombosis 
is rare in women under 40. And extremely rare in those 
under 30. Nevertheless, years ago I reported three cases 
in medical journals in which the women were in the 
twenties, One proved case was only 23 years of age! I 
mention all this so you will know that I am open-minded 
to the possibility that you may have angina at 27. But 
I still say it is unlikely. 
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WHY ARE YOU TAKING nitroglycerine? Has your 
doctor made a definite diagnosis of angina pectoris? From 
what you say there seems to be some question about the 
diagnosis. Why were you in the hospital for five weeks? 
Did you have a real coronary thrombosis? Of course, if 
you did, it is possible that you are now having anginal 
pains. Are they worse with exertion or emotional stress? 
Or do they come on while you are sitting or otherwise 
resting? If they are not related to exertion or emotion or 
overeating, I would hesitate to say that you have angina. 
There are special tests for finding out. 

Your X-rays were all negative except the duodenal 
ulcer findings. The ulcer may look “old” on the X-rays 
and still be active. I have had numerous patients with 
duodenal ulcers whose only symptom was pain in the lower

He tried 
to break up meetings, refused 
to participate in projects, The 
only event in which he took 
part was a play in which he had 
a comedy role and got some 
laughs. It seemed to please 
him; he was so eager for at- 
tention that even being laughed 
at was welcome. But the coun- 
selor was ready to give up. He 
felt he had made no progress. 

At the end of the two-week 
period, most youngsters take 
their allowance, 50 cents for 
each week, and blow it in at 
the camp store, for candy, soda, 
or some personal luxury. At the 
end of his two weeks, the boy 
the counselor couldn’t handle 
took his dollar and bought a 
T-shirt for 79 cents, as a pres- 
ent for the counselor. 

“When I saw his application 
for this year,” says Miss Bran- 
dle, whom everyone calls Bran- 
dy, “I wondered if we were 
in for another session. But he’s 
entirely different. Not that 
he’s perfect by any means but 
he is a pretty good kid. This 
time he didn’t have to try us 
out. He knew we liked him. 
He knew he was wanted.” 

Stories like this are the thing 
that keeps Brandy, one of the 
most enthusiastic camp direc- 
tors in the country—even in- 
cluding those at the plushy, air 
foam cushioned camps for chil- 
dren of the rich, which Sher- 
wood definitely is not. 

A United Fund agency, which 
gets its campers, age 12 to 16, 
from 43 agencies in the St. 
Louis area, Sherwood Forest 
Camp, in the Cuivre River 
State Park near Troy, Mo., has 
devoted 20 years to giving kids 
from the city streets a breath 
of country air. Thousands of 
children in this area have bene- 
fited from the camp’s program, 
not only physically but in the 
development of character and 
personality as well. 

“Friendship, co-operation, 
and learning, those are the 
three ideals we try to put be- 
fore them,” says Brandy, and 
it is obvious that the further- 
ance of this philosophy is as 
important to her as the fun 
and recreation features, From 
the opening night of camp to 
the closing counsel fire, each 
two-week group of boys or girls 
learns something besides the 
usual camp skills of how to 
make a bedroll or paddle a 
canoe. 

Because Sherwood Forest was 
named for the Robin Hood set- 
ting, the Robin Hood story— 
more familiar thanks to TV the 
last few years—plays a large 
part in camp activities. Villages 
are divided into age groups, the 
11 and 12 year olds living in 
Locksley Chase, the 13 and 14 
year olds-in Fountaindale, and 
the 15 and 16 year olds in 
Nottingham. On the opening 
night of camp, the campers are 
familiarized with the story of 
Robin Hood, with special em- 
phasis on the fact that he be- 
friended people. 

Villages consist of four groups 
of eight and each group has its 
own counselor. In these small 
groups, the youngsters plan their 
daily programs and work them 
out with their counselors. The 
program may involve archery or 
swimming or boating, or mak- 
ing something at the craft shop. 
It may be an outdoor excursion 
like a cook-out at noon or a 
sleep-out some bright moon- 
Aighted night. 

For city children, country liv- 
ing itself is an experience and 
the camp has its share of nat- 
ural attractions—the forests, the 
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these all-camp programs involve 
more action, with track meets, 
games like hares and hounds, 
During the month of girls’ camp, 
also divided into two-week pe- 
riods, there are likely to be 
more pageants and events in- 
volving costumes. Sometimes 
there is an impromptu surprise 
night — when the youngsters 
draw from a hat the character 
they are to impersonate or the 
idea they are to pantomime, and 
then must costume themselves 
with whatever is available in 
their own quarters without go- 
ing elsewhere for’ supplies. 
Blankets are not allowed but 
sheets and towels come in for 
quite a workout as costumes. 

“No matter what we do,” says 
Brandy, “we go on the theory 
that everything that’s done 
should be enjoyed three times. 
The planning, the participation, 
and then the looking back and 
saying, ‘Gee, didn't we have a 
good time?’”

had a good time all 19 years of 
it. Her experience almost paral- 
lels that of the camp itself,since 
she came there in 1938, just a 
year after Sherwood Forest, a 
CCC and WPA project, had its 
opening. Harold Bourgeois and 
Mabel Butler of Wesley House 
were in charge of counselors 
and Alfred Wyman was the 
camp’s director. 

The chief difference between 
camp then and now, Brandy re- 
calls, was that practically all of 
the staff were volunteers 
whereas now everyone is paid 
from the director to the man 
who changes the light bulbs. 


Brandy spent nine summers 
at Sherwood, working as coun- 
selor, as village director, and 
then program director. During 
the winter months she taught at 
Mallinckrodt public school. She 
left camp to get her master’s 
degree in recreation and camp- 
ing at New York University and 
spent a few years working at 
other camps. 

When Wyman died, she was 
asked if she would take a two- 
year leave of absence from the 
Board of Education and serve 
as temporary director. The po-

The outdoor camp year begins 
in May when children from 
Clayton schools arrive for their 
camping session. In June, the 
leadership village opens. This 
project is one of Brandy's inno- 
vations. At the leadership vil- 
lage, youngsters who are 15 
years old and have completed 
at least one year of high school 
are given training as camp lead- 
ers with the idea of becoming 
counselors some day. Leader- 
ship youngsters come from high 
schools in the city and county, 
on the recommendation of their 
teachers, and may or may not 
have been Sherwood campers. 

If a camper shows leadership 
ability, of course, he is recruited 
for classes. Leadership trainees 
pay $35 for their month’s train- 
ing. Campers pay $18.50 for two- 
weeks’ stay, a low fee made 
possible by United Fund sup- 
port, For parents unable to 
pay all or part of the fee, agen- 
cies make up the difference, and 
in some cases, Sherwood Forest 
Camping Service gives direct 
camperships to deserving chil- 
dren.

SANDWICH, Mass., July 29. 
( APE COD is again favored by St. Loulsans as a vaca- 


tion spot. The Cape is really an island created by the 

Cape Cod Canal, whose construction began as recently 
as 1909 and completed a few — later. It is bounded on 
the north by Cape Cod & 
bay, on the east by the 
Atlantic ocean, and on the 
south by Nantucket sound. 
The Cape has a longer his- 
tory than almost any place 
in the United States. Dis- 
covered in 1602 by the 
English explorer Gosnold, 
it was called Cape Cod be- 
cause of the abundance of 
codfish in its surrounding 
waters. In 1620 the Pil- 
grims landed at Province- 
town, at the tip of the 
Cape, before proceeding to Plymouth Rock. The towns 
which subsequently grew up on the Cape were named 
after English towns which meant home to the adventurers. 


There is something about the Cape which is cherished 
by everyone. It might be the typical Cape Cod house, a 
silvery-gray shingle-type one-and-a-half story house usually 
bordered with rose bushes and a small white picket fence, 
or the long and sandy beaches, the most famous of which 
the Nauset beach, on the east side between Provinceton 
and Chatham, and Craigville beach on the south shore, 
whose beach clubs and calmer and warmer waters are more 
suitable to the everyday bather. It might be the pictur- 
esque windmills seen in the towns, or the artists along the 
highway leading into Provincetown. The many activities 
and sports offer a great deal of recreation for the summer 
vacationist. He may choose anything from golf, tennis, 
sailing, yachting, swimming, riding or fishing, to going to 
the famous Cape playhouse at Dennis and the Cape Cod 
Melody Tent at Hyannis, where Broadway musicals are 
given.
